The owner be- 
ing ill and unsVe to examine the cow 
eonclude4,.4hit niia 4lDllUa, dkMe from 
over eating and ordered a teaspoonful of 
pulverized charcoal to be given in water. 
It was mixed, placed in a junk Uottle, the 
head turned upward, anJ the water down- 
ward. In tive ininnlfcs im])rovoment was 
visible, and in a few hours the animal was 
in the pasture grazing. Another instance 
of equal success occurred with a young 
heifer which had become badly bloated by 
eating green apples after a hard wind.
